During  the  year  ran  new  3,:  main  was  laid  at  Garperby  and 
workon  the  construction  of  a 20,000  gallons  reservoir  commenced. 
General . 

There  are  nineteen  separate  water  supplies  to  the  various 
villages. ^he  water  is  not  subjected  to  any  treatment. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  water  taken 
from  -ho  various  supplies  show  that  in  some  cases  there  is  evidence 
of  intermittent  pollution. The  pollution  is  evident  after  periods  of 


heavy  rainfall  and  from  those  sup  -lies  which  are  not,  deep  seated.
